COMPLAINT FOR PATENT 
INFRINGEMENT 

JURY TRIAL REQUESTED 


Plaintiff Saturn Biomedical Systems Incorporated ("Saturn Biomedical") hereby alleges 
as follows against Defendant King Systems Corporation ("King Systems"). 

I. Parties 

1 . Saturn Biomedical is a corporation organized and existing under the laws of Canada, 
having its principal place of business at: 7033 Antrim Avenue* Burnaby, British Columbia, V5J 
4M5, Canada. 

2, Upon information and belief, King Systems is a corporation organized and existing 
under the laws of Indiana, having its principal place of business at 15011 Herriman Boulevard, 
Noblesville, IN 46060.

24 IV. Patent Infringement 

25 6. Saturn Biomedical realleges the allegations of each of the preceding paragraphs. 

2(5 7. The AirTraq® laryngoscope imported, offered for sale and sold in the United States

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by King Systems infringes one or more claims of the '447 patent and the '377 patent. Discovery 
may reveal additional laryngoscope models that infringe the '447 patent and the '377 patent 

8. King Systems' importation, sale, and/or offer for sale of the infringing AirTraq® 
laryngoscope has not been under license or authority from Saturn Biomedical. 

9. King Systems advertises its infringing AirTraq® laryngoscope on its 
http://wwwJcingsystcms.com website. Additionally, King Systems, on its website, identifies the 
state of Washington as a targeted sales area and identifies Dan Christy as its sales representative 
serving the state of Washington. 

10. King Systems' activities constitute direct infringement pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 271 . 

11. As a direct result of King Systems' infringement of the '447 patent and the '377 
patent, Saturn Biomedical has suffered or will suffer damages in an amount to be established at 
trial. In addition, Sarum Biomedical has suffered or will suffer irreparable harm far which there 
is no adequate remedy at law. 

VI. Prayer for Relief 
WHEREFORE, Saturn Biomedical requests the following alternative and cumulative 

relief: 

1. Preliminary and permanent injunctions against the importation, use, sale, and 
offer for sale of laryngoscopes or any other devices lhat infringe the '447 patent 
and the '377 patent pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 283; 

2. An award of damages adequate to compensate for the infringement, but in no 
event less than a reasonable royalty for the use of the inventions the subject of the 
'447 patent and the '377 patent; 

3. An award of treble damages pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 284; 

4. An award of reasonable attorneys' fees pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 285; 

5. An assessment of prejudgment interest and costs; and 
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6. Such other and further relief as the Court may deem just and proper. 

VII. Jury Demand 
Saturn Biomedical demands a jury trial on all issues triable by jury.
